Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that Novin fails to disclose a second hinge part has a flat face and the flat face of the second hinge part is flush with 
an inner surface of the first housing. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Firstly, Novin in figure 3 shows that the hinge part of body 12 
has a flat surface since it is even with the adjacent sides of body 14 along axis 6. Secondly, flush is interpreted as having direct contact; 
being right next to; immediately adjacent; contiguous (flush, (n.d.). Dictionary.com Unabridged (v 1.0.1). Retrieved December 07, 2006, 
from Dictionary.com website: http://dictionary.reference.com/browse/flush). Since the hinge section of body 12, second hinge part, is 
clearly adjacent and in direct contact with first body 14 as also shown in figure 3, Novin discloses the second hinge part is flush with an 
inner surface of the first housing. Consequently, the rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is deemed proper and is maintained. 
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
